Success!

Two weekends ago Wellesley residents
joined 159 cities across the globe for City
Nature Challenge 2019. A staggering
32,690 participants on six continents made
911,465 nature observations, identifying
31,730 species. Wellesley participants
visited Centennial Reservation, the North
40, Longfellow Pond and the Town Forest,
Boulder Brook Reservation, Guernsey
Sanctuary, their own backyards, and other
areas around town to document
Wellesley's natural biodiversity.

Wellesley had 43 observers participate
who made 1309 observations of 336
Species. The most popular area in town for
participation was the North 40 with over
400 observations of 134 species made by
21 observers. Check out all of Wellesley's

Plant Native Plants this Spring

Birds like this Goldfinch depend on insects,
and insects depend on native plant
species. Baby birds cannot eat hard seeds
from bird feeders - they need soft, protein-
rich caterpillars to survive, and lots of
them. Numerous studies have shown our
insect and bird populations to be in
precipitous decline. Please consider your
yard as habitat and plant native this year.
Use the Native Plant Trust's "Go Botany"
tool to identify plants native to New
England. Watch Dr. Doug Tallamy in
Wellesley explain it all in this informative
and entertaining talk.
